In a statement to the China 
Malt this morning, on Education 
Department offclal sald: 

“Owing to tha extreme 
shortage of land in urban areas 
in Hoi Government for 
some ‘considerable time has had 
to restrict school eites.to an area 
calculated on the basis of nbout 
1,000 #q. ft. for every class In 
the school, 

“This Limitation has led to the 
plonning of mutti-storayed 
rather - thon’ single or ‘two- 
storeyed buildings, A new typo 
of primary school has therefore 
been designed so as to conserve 
as much of the site as possible 
for playground use. 

“This has been accomplished 
by building tho classroom blocks 
over a covered playground and 
by providing a roof-playground 
fa addition. In this way the 
maximum. play area {fs provided 
on the sites available. 

“All new Government schools 
are being d along these 
lines snd will normally be three 
or four-storeyed bulldings.
